But  most  of  all  Teachers'  College  is  the  collective  raw  nerve  of  our  vaunted  pride  shouting  out  at 
the  world,  "We  can  do  it!"  We  all  will  try.  Many  of  us  will  be  good  enough.  But  can  we  give  our  very 
best? 

By  the  time  our  year  is  spent  we  will  lose  part,  possibly  all,  of  our  old  selves.  These  buildings  will 
become  the  haunted  halls  of  our  hoary  hang-ups.  We  will  have  been  transformed,  by  some  fateful,  but 
mind  you  predetermined  scheme,  into  teachers. 

We  complain  that  it  hurts,  this  transformation!  Growing  pains!!  It  does  not  come  simply.  So  much 
is  asked,  demanded,  expected.
